Mrs. J. Dunford reported on the 
Blood Donors’ Clinic, stating that 
an average of 98 had attended the 
two clinics held In 1957 from Cole¬ 
man. The next clinic will be held 
cn April 17. 

Mrs. A. McQuarrie, speaking for 
the work group, reported that 16 
quilts had been made last year with 
eight being given to the Snowden 
family after their fire losses. This 
g^oup is still very active with plen¬ 
ty of supplies and, materials on 
hand for future use. 

Mr. H. Allen reported that the 
Junior Red Cross was still active 
and working for their organization. 

He also thanked 'the committees 
for their reports and for their ex¬ 
cellent work during the year and 
for their help and co-operation dur¬ 
ing his term of office. 

He tendered his resignation and 
i: was accepted with regret.

Coleman school teachers have presented 
to the board a demand for a substantial in¬ 
crease in salaries. 

At a special board meeting held Monday 
evening the board countered with an increased 
salary schedule which was presented to teach¬ 
ers' bargaining committee. 

The increase requested by the teachers is 
a very substantial increase over their present 
wage schedule, and as they stated they did not 
receive an increase last year, they are away 
behind the salary schedule being paid by other 
school districts. 

In the school board's counter proposal they 
have increased the wage schedule considerably 
over the present wage scale. This was the sec¬ 
ond of two special meetings held with the tea¬ 
chers, and negotiations are continuing. 

If, at the next meeting to be held shortly, 
no agreement is reached, this matter will be 
taken to arbitration. Both parties have con¬ 
ducted negotiations in a harmonious manner. 

It was pointed out by the board that they 
did not want the teachers to think that they, 
the board, wanted them to underwrite the coal 
industry. But that the board thought that their 
demands were too high for this area to meet, 
inasmuch as the taxable property was steadily 
declining. 

The board went on record that if the con¬ 
ditions warranted they would not have quib¬ 
bled too much. They could not see their way 
clear at the present time to grant the demands, 
but that their counter proposal had given the 
teachers a substantial increase. 

The delegation thanked them for the meet¬ 
ing and stated "we will be back".

given through an editorial. 

A columnist may express his opinions in 
his own column, but he must take the respon¬ 
sibility for his remarks or comments. If he wish¬ 
es to engage in a controversial subject he must 
be prepared to stand by his statements and 
substantiate them, if necessary. 

Reporting of events which make the news 
headlines must remain factual - no comment 
or slanting in any direction is allowed by the 
writer. The facts themselves should be stated 
after being carefully checked - the reader be¬ 
ing left to form his own conclusions. 

In an editorial, however, the substance of a 
particular news story, very often a political 
subject, can be taken and editorialized upon, 
the editor giving his own interpretation of the 
event, its cause and effects, jjhis is then recog¬ 
nized as the stand the paper intends to take 
should the subject be pursued or grow into a 
national controversy. Over the years the edi¬ 
torial "We" has come to be recognized as the 
voice of the newspaper itself. The columnist is 
permitted to use the "first person", while news 
remains factual. 

From time to time "Letters to the Editor" 
are published under that heading, but the 
views expressed by the writers are not neces¬ 
sarily those of the paper. The "Letters to the 
Editor" column is the voice of the people and 
is open to any reader for an expression of his 
own personal opinion, and will be published, 
subject to it carrying the signature of the writ¬ 
er and is not of libellous nature. 

Too few people seem to realize that they 
themselves can express their opinions through 
the local press. Many a genuine source of an¬ 
noyance could be cleared up much more quick¬ 
ly if the ones who complain would only get into 
print and draw attention to the trouble. 

No alderman worthy of his salt would ig¬ 
nore for long a complaint brought to the notice 
of the taxpayers through the medium of the 
press. Such complaints get looked into and if 
found to be genuine are corrected without loss 
of time. 

Under certain circumstances "Guest Edi¬ 
torials" are permitted, but are always marked 
as such so that the reader is aware that this is 
a departure from the norma! procredure. 

Such courtesy is sometimes extended to a 
visiting dignitary or possibly a national chari¬ 
table organization planning a big campaign- 
but these are the exceptions to the general rule. 

We hope the foregoing may help our read¬ 
ers to understand better the various items, art¬ 
icles and columns that appear week after week 
and understanding will receive more enlight¬ 
enment and enjoyment from their reading.

Tourist Factor 

VANCOUVER. B. C. (cp) — Ca¬ 
nadians should cease “sniping" at 
the United States, says John W. 

Fisher, executive director of the 
Canadian Tourist Assn. 

He suggested in an address to 
the Canadian Women’s Club here 
that it might be a good idea to take 
American currency at par. 

“They have been brought up to 
believe there is nothing so strong 
as the American dollar,” he said, 
and it was the psychological effect 
that mattered when Americans 
found Canadian money rated high¬ 
er. “It’s our attitude that hurts.” 

He said it might be felt that 
"Americans are awful about treat¬ 
ment of our currency, but the point 
is that we are in business.” 

Canada had a tourist deficit last 
year of $161,000,000. “There has 
been a buyers’ resistance among 
tourists as a result of different¬ 
ial in money rates. 

“Why promote our own country 
by sniping at Americans? We're 
always trying to tell Uncle Sain 
how to run his country. 

“We’ve got to recognize that 
North America is a unit and the 
western world must be united.” If 
the United States had not been 
Canada's neighbor Canada would 
not have had the progress she hap 
had. Canada needs investment 
capital from an older country. * 

“We’ve been pretty lucky to live 
next door to a giant who doesn’t 
mean us any harm at all.”

Change for Eskimo 
should be gradual 

WINNIPEG, Man. lep) — The 
change to modern culture will not 
..eeessarily harm Canadian Eski¬ 
mos if they take it slowly and care¬ 
fully, a federal government official 
said here, 

Walter Rudnicki, chief of the 
welfare branch of the department 
of northern affairs, said many Es¬ 
kimos alteaJy have abandoned 
•heir familiar hunting life to work 
for wages on various projects. 

"They are highly adaptable ami 
intelligent, and employers think 
highly of them,’’ he said. 

“■Some Esk.mos will probably go 
on living as they always have for 
many years. Some have one foot in 
each culture. They will often work 
lor a few weeks, then take a week 
off to go back to their old hunt¬ 
ing life. Many employers plan the 
working week to give them time off 
for hunting." 

The aim of the welfare depart¬ 
ment is to equip the Eskimos to 
make the best of new conditions. 
Seven welfare workers operate in 
'he Northwest Territories among 
about 10.000 Eskimos. 

One of th“ir projects is a re¬ 
habilitation centre at Frobisher 
Bay on Baffin island, where Eski¬ 
mos unable to live normal life due 
to sickness or other handicaps are 
trained in a new way of life. 

Men no longer able to hunt are 
taught one of 15 trades and the 
whole family is taught how to use 
oil stoves, white men’s food, and 
the principles of earning wages 
and managing business.

4— Trucks or cars crossing ice is 
very dangerous.
